WILL PRESIDENT Richard Nixon or Senator 


. George McGovern receive the Catholic vote in 


November? 
To attempt to answer that question we should 
first ask, is there such a thing as a Catholic vote? 
Some of the experts seem to think so. 
KEVIN PHILIPS, a conservative columnist; 
James P. Gannon, White House correspondent 
for the Wall Street Journal; Richard Scammon, 


~ an independent analyst; and Norman Podhoretz, 


editor of a Jewish magazine — they all contend 
that the “‘Catholic-ethnic’’ vote is going to. be 
crucial in the coming election. But it’s important 
to note each analyst puts much more stress on 
the ‘‘ethnic”’ part than on the ‘‘Catholic.’’ 


By ‘‘Catholic-ethnic”’ they are referring to the 
more than 40 million Americans who trace their 
ancestry back to Italy, Poland, Ireland, the 
Slavic and Ukrainian countries, Mexico and 
Latin America. Almost all of them have a long 
Catholic tradition in their families and are at 
least nominal Catholics today. 


Some 60 per cent live and work in the North- 
eastern part of the U.S. within a quadrangle 
drawn from St. Paul, Minn., to St. Louis, over to 
Baltimore and up to Boston. Aside from New 
York, which has a heavy concentration of Puerto 
Ricans, most of the ten million Mexican and 
Latin Americans live in California and the 
Southwest. 

PODHORETZ, who is the editor of Com- 
mentary, said in a recent interview in the 
Washington Post, ‘‘Just as black assertion set 
the climate for the 60s, I think you’ll find a 
comparable Catholic white ethnic assertion in 
the 70s . .. They’ve never been organized around 
their resentments . . . This Catholic assertion will 
set the agenda for the 70s.” 


In Maryland and Michigan, Governor George 
Wallace rode the ride of that assertion in the 
primaries. | 
~ Most people, however, agree that the way in 
which the ‘‘Catholic-ethnic”’ votes, is determined 
by economic and sociological factors rather than 
by Catholicism. In other words, religion has little 
to do with it. 


RICHARD SCAMMON and Ben Wattenberg in 
their book The Real Majority state: ‘‘Catholics 
(who live in the big cities) are somewhat more 
likely to vote Democratic than are Protestants, 
but with the single exception of 1960 when 
Catholicism itself became an issue (in the 
campaign of John F. Kennedy), there is little 
recent evidence that Catholics vote heavily as 
Catholics.”’ 


Furthermore, the monolithic concept that all 
Catholics somehow thought and voted alike 
because they prayed and believed alike was 
shattered by the events following the Second 
Vatican Council. It was clearly shown that there 
was tremendous diversity within the Catholic 
community.

-In the past the power of bishops was 
exaggerated to the extent that many believed 
that if a bishop took a stand on a political issue, 
the people would follow suit. 


THAT MYTH dissolved in California several 


years ago when the Northern California bishops 
took a strong stand on open housing and 
Catholics joined their neighbors in voting 2-1 
against it. 

Besides, most bishops scrupulously avoid 
letting their voting preference be known, much 
less endorse a candidate. 


Louis A. Paranale of National Catholic News 
Service seriously questions whether there is such 
a thing as a ‘“‘Catholic-ethnic’’ vote in America 
today. 


“IN TERMS OF A near solid Democratic or 
Republican presidential candidate, most likely 
the answer is no. The politics of the 70s seem to 
indicate that all voters — Catholic-ethnics in- 
cluded — have become too sophisticated in their 
voting habits to fall in line for the bloc vote,”’ 
Paranale said. 


But that’s not what the GOP strategists 
believe. In contrast: to the ‘new politics” 
thinking of some Democratic analysts, the 
Republicans eontend that the electorate is made 
up of disparate voting blocs — Catholic-ethnics 
as one of many. 


Reporter Normal C. Miller of the Wall Street 
Journal contends that ‘“‘President Nixon is using 
the power of his office to cultivate the special 
interest of these groups just as Democratic

MILLER ALSO reported that ‘“‘in 1968 Mr. 
Nixon’s Catholic vote rose to 33 per cent against 
the 22 per cent he won when running against 
Catholic John Kennedy in 1960. This time some 
Nixon men talk of winning an ‘overwhelming’ 
Catholic vote. . .” 


This is in sharp contrast to the thinking of the 
McGovern campaign strategists. They believe 
that there is no appeal to bloc votes anymore. 


The McGovern men believe that the next 
president will be elected by a “‘new constituency 
for change” — a non-ideological conglomerate 
of individual voters, fed up with the failure of 
government. 


SENATOR McGOVERN himself views his 
constituency this way: ‘‘It is the people who have 
been passed by in American life and are 
frustrated that they have not had a voice in 
bringing about the changes that they think would 
improve their lives. 

“This is a coalition of change, a coalition of 
conscience, a coalition of progress. It is against 
the status quo, and I think it represents a 
majority of the American people.” 

But the senator and some of the older hands in 
the McGovern organization do not entirely 
dismiss the importance of courting bloc votes. 
One of the prime factors in selecting Senator 
Tom Eagleton as his running mate was 
Eagleton’s Roman Catholicism. But most ob- 
servers see few voters influenced either way by 
that factor alone. 

THERE IS HARDLY an issue in the campaign 
which does not have religious or moral im- 
plications — busing, welfare, Vietnam, Israel, 
ecology, drugs and many more. 

Some of the more touchy issues like abortion 
and prayer in public schools will probably be 
soft-pedaled by both candidates during the 
campaign, but the one issue where the 
Republicans will make some headway among 
Catholic voters is if they follow Nixon’s pledge 
and incorporate aid for private. schools (read 
Catholic) into the GOP platform. Catholics are 
sensitive on this issue because it touches their 
faith and also their pocketbooks. 

Despite the many intangible factors, some 
general trends are evident.

Msgr. Cornelius J. Griffin, a retired priest 
from Tucson, Ariz., gave the homily when Msgr. 
Cooney, pastor of St. Charles Borromeo, was 
invested as an honorary prelate by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 


“No one was better liked in my days in the 
Navy than Father Cooney,”’ said Msgr. Griffin. 
‘“‘As chaplain, he was responsible for giving me 
that final push to enter the priesthood.” 


BISHOP MAHER told the _ packed 
congregation that the priest faces constant 
challenges, some small, some big. ‘Msgr. 
Cooney,’’ he said, ‘‘has met them equally, with 
equal zeal. 


“‘He is a respecter of God’s gifts and a man of 
God to be respected .. one who is a priest of the 
people, committed for life.” 


Msgr. Cooney said that while ‘‘much is given to 
the priests of God,”’ he felt he had always been 
especially blessed all his life. Besides family, 
friends and education, he singled out coming to 
the San Diego diocese, becoming pastor of St. 
Charles Borromeo and the “‘privilege of working 
with Bishop Maher for Stewardship ’72.”’

A Maryknoll classmate, writing from the Southern 
Hemisphere, tells me about the many fiestas they 
keep in August. Here in the U.S., August is such a 
warm month that we miss keeping many of the feasts. 


The big feasts of the month are the Transfiguration 
of Our Lord, (Aug. 6,); St. Lawrence of Rome, deacon 
and martyr (Aug. 10); the Assumption of Our Lady 
(Aug. 15) and St. Rose of Lima (Aug. 23).

Early in the month (Aug. 4) we celebrate the feast of 
St. John Vianney, the extraordinary parish priest. But 
also this month we celebrate the feast of St. Monica 
(Aug. 27) and the very next day, the feast of her son, 
St. Augustine. 


There’s much to celebrate during the month of 
August. Fiesta, anyone?

If you 
really knew me, you would know my Father also.”’ (John 14-

Pentecostalism

If one has spoken to 
Pentecostals or read some of 
the books about. the 


-movement, one would surely 


conclude that those in the 
movement have done quite a 
bit of soul searching before 


fully accepting the 
movement. 
This is especially so 


because in fully committing 
oneself to Christ, we give up 
self — and this is the most 
difficult act of the will any 
man makes, 

But man does not make it 
alone — itis done through the 
Holy Spirit with the grace 
infused to the soul by Christ. 

One yields to Christ and he 
gives us all the help we need 
to react to his graces, to live 
according to his plan. One 
withholds nothing because in 
yielding he receives a 
hundredfold — a bounty of 
graces.

Any concepts, ideas, or 
beliefs that appear new 
and/or different to society 
are usually viewed with 
askance and sometimes with 
disgust. 

We are unaccustomed to it, 
so we tend to distrust and 
misjudge. Many Catholics 
have had this feeling about 
the changes officially in- 
corporated in the Church 
teachings in the past decade. 


To those who judge the 
Pentecostals, I suggest they 
learn first of which they 
judge. If they desire truth 
through Christ, they will find 
it in Christ — and he will give 
them love in whatever form, 
Pentecostal or other, ac- 
cording to his plan. Trust 
him!

First step 


AS WOMEN WILL, we _ were 
talking...about the miracles performed 
through the love and care ofa single 
person, specifically someone like Anne 
Mansfield Sullivan who transformed 
the life of the young, blind, deaf-mute 
Helen Keller. 


To my mind, the miracle lies not so 
much in the development of Helen 
Keller’s latent faculties — for after all, 
these are natural processes — but in 
the sensitivity and perseverance of her 
teacher, and her victory over for- 
midable odds. 


For real love, the giving of oneself 
utterly for the good and development of 
another is always a miracle. The 
trinity of life, birth and love is, for me, 
as miraculous as the Trinity of Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit — and of the same 
order. 


SOMETIMES IT IS a devoted 
teacher who pioneers a form of com- 
munication, some new approach to 


learning for a handicapped child. Often 
it is a parent. 


In Baja California, a school for 
retarded children grew from the 
concern of one pair of parents for their 
mentally retarded daughter. No school 
existed in their area nor was there any 
opportunity to send her elsewhere. 


“If there was no school,”’ her mother 
said, “‘my husband and I decided to 
make her a school.”’ They did just that, 
seeking out three young teachers and 
managing to find special training for 
them in the techniques applicable to 
retardation. Parents of other affected 
children offered help, and the school 
was born. 


IN A COUNTRY in Eastern Europe, 
a nationally adopted method in the 
training of deaf mutes arose out of one 
father’s love and concern for his deaf 
baby girl. 


He began teaching the child to play 
and experience vibration from the time 
she was nine months old. With quiet,

steady dedication, he taught her to use 
her faculties so that at five years old, 
she could read and write, speak and lip 
read, virtually functioning as a normal 
child. 

At least one thousand parents have 
followed the father’s “method.” Their 
regard for their children overriding 
their awareness of the difficulties and 
heartbreak involved, they taught in 
their homes, using his techniques; but 
sensitively adapting and conforming 
to the needs of their own child. 


THERE ARE MANY such cases, but 
in each instance a precedent had to be 
set. With every breakthrough, someone 
needed to have the vision to make the 
first step in the dark. Someone had to 
act first with nothing but faith. 


It may be heroic to follow along a 
path already beaten, work to build it 
into a thoroughfare and expand it into a 
highway for the benefit of more and 
more people. 


But that first track into a wilderness 
in pursuit of a vision — that dogged act 
of faith in human potential — must 
surely rank as a miracle of hope. 


IT IS THE VISION which is of most 
importance. It is the vision that draws 
and sustains and makes’ the effort 
worth while. Without the vision, the 
light at the end of the tunnel, how many 
could find the heart to persevere? 


In this context there is so much that is 
unknown; so much that is frustrating, 
depressing and frightening; so 
frequent a defeat! How many would 
despair and relinquish the struggling 
human life to animal existence and 
slow death? 


There is a God-like quality in 
loving dedication of those who 
beyond deformity and 
derdevelopment — beyond the 
parent incapacity to learn and grow — 
to the incredible human capabilities 
yet to be reached. 


UNDERSTANDING that such people 
do exist, and more commonly than we 
might think, we may come to a deeper 
realization of our relationship with 
God. 


Surely in his knowledge of our in- 
transigence, our blindness and refusal 
to learn, the destruction and violence of 
our disordered personalities, God’s 
vision of our potential must be of in- 
comparable beauty and power.

FATHER JAMES P. McDonald, director of 
family life programs for the Brooklyn Catholic 
diocese said, ‘‘Shoplifting is not the problem. The 
problem is basic morality. Shoplifting is only one 
type of the lack of concern and respect for others 
and their property.’’ 


“Shoplifting is not a criminal problem, it’s a 
people’s problem,’’ Howard Hamowitz of the 
National Retail Merchants association said. 


The average shoplifter isn’t a professional 
thief. ‘‘He’s just an ordinary person like you. or 
me, who probably wouldn’t dream of robbing a 
bank or stealing money from a cash register — 
but who doesn’t think lifting things from a store 
is a crime,” said Hamowitz. 


HE DESCRIBED an experiment conducted by 
a security consulting firm in a downtown New 
York City department store. Security officials 
and detectives picked every fourth person who 
walked in — men, women, children — and tailed 
them until they left the store. They found that 
one of every 10 persons followed stole something 
before leaving. ‘ 

“There are 124 million shopliftings a year in 
the U.S.,’”’ Hamowitz said. ‘‘And when you 

' measure that against a national population of 200 
million people, you can see why we say it’s 
reaching epidemic proportions.” 

While there are no exact national figures on 
how much shoplifting can be traced to youthful 
offenders, it is estimated that juveniles now 
make up over 50 per cent of the ‘‘shoplifting 
corps.”’ Hamowitz said ‘‘the under-21 group is on 
the greatest shoplifting spree in history.”’ 


WHAT DOES THIS mean to the consumer? 


Retail merchants have estimated that prices 
of goods today are 15 per cent higher than they 
would be if no shoplifting problem existed. 


FBI reports show that shoplifting rose 221 per 
cent in the decade 1960-1970 and has been in- 
creasing by 20 per cent annually in the last five 
years. The average value of goods stolen during 
each shoplifting incident was $26. 

MORE THAN 231,000 men, women and 
children were formally arrested for shoplifting in 
1970, according to the FBI report. But retailers 
say as many as 800,000 — even millions more — 


may have been caught but not arrested upon 
return of the merchandise. 


Hamowitz said some 150 educational cam- 
paigns to end shoplifting have been started since 
1968 in communities across the U.S. One early 
sign of its success is that for the first time in a 
decade, retailers have reported a slight decrease 
in “shrinkage’’ caused by shoplifting in those 
communities where such campaigns have been 


launched. 


Talking specifically about the problem of teen- 


age shoplifting, Hamowitz places great em-. 


phasis on the role of parents — both in setting the 
example of honesty, and in detecting signs that 
their child may be shoplifting. 


UNDER THE LATTER category, the booklet, 
“Teenagers Beware: Shoplifting is Stealing,” 
contains a checklist for parents. Among pointers 
are the following: 


—Know how much money their children have 
and how they spend it. 


—Know what their son or daughter brings into 
the house. If it isn’t his or hers, check on where it 
came from. Don’t accept a pat answer. 

—Supervise any ‘‘clothes swapping.” 

—Be alert to a daughter who repeatedly goes 
shopping with an extra-large handbag or 
shopping bag. These are common tools of a 
shoplifter. 


PSYCHOLOGISTS, retailers, policemen and 
clergymen have differing views on the causes of 
shoplifting. But all tend to agree that it has 
something to do with the over-all ‘‘per- 
missiveness”’ and ‘‘impersonality”’ of our society 
today, and the ‘‘acquisitive trait’’ of people. 


They see it as part of a broader problem of 
widespread dishonesty, irresponsibility and lack 
of respect for others in everyday life, and the 
attitude of ‘‘cutting corners — getting away with 
whatever they can, however and whenever they 
can.” 


The Wall Street Journal, in a recent editorial, 
remarked that “‘solid’” American citizens who 
otherwise abide by the Ten Commandments 
appear to have no compunctions about ‘“‘grab- 
bing off’’ things from public places that don’t 
belong to them. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the Journal said, opening 
week tourists last year at the Kennedy Center in 
Washington “‘walked away with everything they 
could carry, from bathroom faucets to other 
ornamentation . . . and at least one crystal 


chandelier given by the Irish government.” 


“People shoplift for a variety of reasons. You 
can’t generalize on a thing like that,’’ Dr. James 


Msgr. Cassidy said. ‘‘When she goes into a store 
and lifts things, she is really reaching for af- 
fection and the material things are taken as a 
substitute for the human relationship which she 
lacks.”’ 


Psychologists and retailers give other reasons 
for the fantastic rise in shoplifting: 

—The need to support a drug habit. 

—The feeling that the store ‘owes them 
something.” 

—The compulsion to “‘keep up with fashion.” 


— Careless attitudes such as, “Everyone’s 
doing it, why shouldn’t I? The store will never 
miss it. It’s fun to see if I can get away with it. 
It’s crazy to buy things when I can get them for 


free.”’ 

Father James P. McDonald, director of 
Family Life programs for the Brooklyn Catholic 
diocese, recalled an incident several years ago 
when a woman came in with her six-year-old 
daughter, sat her down, and said: ‘‘Father, 
teach my little girl not to steal.” 


“How. can I. teach anybody not to steal?” 
Father McDonald said. ‘If ‘a child steals, it’s 
usually following some adult example.”’ 

HE SAID THAT after some probing it was 
disclosed that the mother was in the habit of 
taking change from her husband’s pockets. ‘‘The 
little girl, learning from that example, ap- 
parently thought it was all right to take anything 
that was lying around,”’ he noted. 

“Parents must exert their authority and teach 
their children from the earliest age on what is 
right and wrong — and reinforce that with 


parental example,”’ Father McDonald said.

In the case of 
the latter, their measure- 
ment by days and years has 
been abolished. 


The new measurement is 
this: the faithful’ who, 
repentant of their sins, per- 
form an action to which a

partial indulgence is 
attached, receive, in addi- 
tion to the remission of tem- 
poral punishment which 
their action merits, an 
equal remission through 
the intervention of the 
Church. 


The conditions for 
obtaining a plenary indul- 
gence are three: (1) sacra- 
mental confession; (2) com- 
munion and (3) prayer for 
the intention of the Pope. 


“The three conditions 
may be fulfilled several 


days before or after the per- 
formance of the prescribed 
work; nevertheless it is fitt- 
ing that communion be 
received and the prayers 
for the intentions of the 
Supreme Pontiff be said the 
same day the work is per- 
formed. (No. 8) 


“A single sacramental 
confession suffices for gain- 
ing several plenary indul- 
gences, but communion 
must be received and 
prayers for the Supreme 
Pontiffs intentions recited 
for the gaining of each ple- 
nary indulgence.

“The condition of praying 
for the Supreme Pontiff’s 
intentions is fully satisfied

THE CONFUSION con- 
cerning the legality of bingo

could be called lower-middle-class. Many of 
them are blue collar workers, union members 
and the kind of people who were often called ‘‘the 
silent majority.”” They made it the hard way, 
they claim, and ask why others (the blacks, the 
Chicano, the people on welfare) cannot do it the 
same way. 


THEY FEEL THEIR neighborhoods 
threatened and educational opportunities for the 
children minimized. But again it should be un- 
derlined that they share these concerns with 
many other Americans as middle-class concerns 
and not as Catholic. The trend here, in contrast 
to former years, is toward the Republican camp. 


— The voting-age youth of these white 
Catholics tend to be more liberal than their 
parents. They are almost unanimously opposed 
to the Vietnam war, and this issue alone is 
enough to swing them toward the Democratic 
ticket. 


— There is a liberal trend among under-45 
Catholic clergy and educated laity to whom 
McGovern’s challenge to change national 
priorities will appeal, but this is counter- 
balanced by the over-45 clergy (bishops in- 
cluded) and laity for whom Nixon’s middle-of- 
the-road conservatism is the answer. 


— There is a sizeable Latino and Chicano vote. 
Nixon won only 10 per cent of this vote four years 
ago and is not expected to do much better this 
year. 


OVERALL THE consensus seems to be that 
the decisive factor in the election will be which 
candidate can convince the American public that 
he can be trusted to handle the key issues of 
Vietnam, the economy and law and order. In 
reaching the decision of who will make a better 


president, the American Catholic voter is in the — 


same boat as anyone else. 


After all, even if he had been sensitized by his 
religion to certain moral issues, it’s pretty dif- 
ficult for the average Catholic to make up his 
mind on that basis when even the clergy are 
pretty much divided on moral issues and when 
he hears both candidates quoting the Bible.

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THE CATHOLIC Church’s Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith marks its 150th 
anniversary at a time when change is 
reverberating throughout foreign mission 
programs of Western Christianity. 


Trends causing change include: 


—Resistance to American or European 
missionaries in various parts of the world. 


| a —Decreasing numbers of and support for 


missionaries in some Churches. 


~—Increasing self-reliance among mission- 
founded Churches (missionary dioceses, 
denominations or independent groups), 
especially in Africa and Asia. 


ONE HALF OF the world is now closed to 
Christian missionaries.“China, the Soviet 
Union and other communist nations make 
up a considerable part of that half. Staunch 
Muslim nations do not usually welcome 
foreigners who come under the banner of 
Christ. 


Burma ousted missionaries years ago, the 
Sudan only recently partially lifted a ban 
and even India closely restricts the number 
and kind of missionary personnel. In 1971, 
the 2,469 missionaries in India were less 
than half the number in 1954. 


Israel has considered, but not adopted, 
restrictions on permanent residence per- 
mits for Christian missionaries. 


HISTORICALLY, it is not difficult to 
understand why non-Western peoples might 
become skeptical of American and 
European missionaries who, in decades 
past, often went out bearing ‘‘the white 
man’s burden” and who arrived along with 


& @ colonists.

This is not to say that all founders of 
mission movements and all missionaries 
deliberately reflected racial superiority or 
encouraged political domination. 


In setting up what is now the Vatican 
Congregation for the Evangelization of 
Peoples, Pope Gregory XIII in 1622 directed 
that missionary activity be kept separate 
from colonialism. 


IN THE FIELD, however, Western 
religion and Western social and political 
ways tend to intermingle. Recently a black 
East African clergyman lamented that a 
“Vasco da Gama mentality, which went out 
to explore the world and help the heathen, 
still haunts many Western Churches and 
missionaries.”’ 


Growing nationalism and_ self-respect 
among the non-white, non-Christian 
missions of the earth are now reacting 
hostilely to Vasco da Gama. 


Dr. Gideon-Cyrus M. Mutiso of the 
University of Nairobi claims that 
missionaries and institutional Churches are 
more responsible than soldiers and colonial 
administrators for instilling harmful values 
in African society. 


HE DID NOT MEAN that he thinks the 
Christian Gospel was or is harmful to 
Africa. He explained that he sees harm in 
the way missionary-provided education 
created elitism which then denigrated 
African traditions. 


Western Churches have become more 
sensitive to the need to distinguish between 
Christian faith and Western culture. 
“Partnership” has emerged as a key word 
in mission language, as has ‘“‘self- 
development of peoples” and ‘mutual 
trust.” 


An attitude of working with Christians in 
the so-called Third World rather than 
supervising them can be seen in almost all 
of the mainline Protestant Churches in the 
US. 


NOT CHILD’S PLAY — Children are a big problem to British soldiers trying 
to keep the peace in troubled Northern Ireland. Irish boys here, some only 
10, bombard a British armored car with stones in Armagh. 
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IT IS ALSO THE view on missions set 
forth by the Second Vatican Council, which 
said that missionary activity is- for the 
purpose of evangelizing all people and 
establishing Churches ‘‘endowed with their 
own maturity and vital forces.” 


As mission agencies reflect respect for 
indigenous cultures and make it clear they 
are not ambassadors of political ideologies, 
missionaries have found new welcome in 
some regions. 


The United Church of Japan (Kyodan) 
recently decided after a _ two-year 
moratorium on new U.S. missionaries 
(except certain. teachers) that it did want 
Americans for evangelism purposes. 


- A HIGH DIPLOMAT of Niger said in late 
1971 that his African land needed 
missionaries, especially in agriculture and 
medicine. The government of the new nation 
of Bangladesh — predominantly Muslim — 
has warmly received the mission groups 
with long-range rehabilitation plans, 
especially those utilizing Bangladesh 
personnel. 


The changing nature of foreign mission 
(and some prefer to avoid the use of this 
term in favor of ‘“‘world mission’”’ or ‘‘world 
ministry’’) is one reason missionary rosters 
are slimmer these days. 


Some denominations and mission orders 
think fewer missionaries are needed. This is 
not pleasing to all, while there is an ap- 
parent consensus that regardless of the 
numbers the missionaries of the present and 
future must primarily work to teach and 
train indigenous leaders rather than 
themselves be the leaders. 


IT IS VIRTUALLY impossible to deter- 
mine the total American missionary force 
abroad. In addition to personnel sent by 
established Churches, orders and agencies,

it is not uncommon for missionaries to go 
from local evangelical Protestant 
congregations, or in other instances, .on 
personal initiatives. 


Statistics that are available indicate an 
overall decrease in the 1970s, with the drop 
greater among Protestants related to the 
National Council of Churches and Catholics 
than among the more evangelical 
Protestant groups. 


In 1968, the former U.S. (Catholic) 
Mission Secretariat listed an all-time high of 
9,655 missionaries in foreign lands (the 
figure also included Alaska and Hawaii). 


The 1972 estimate, according to the U.S. 
Catholic Mission Council, successor to the 
secretariat, is between 7,500 and 8,000. The 
1970 figure was 8,373. (It is significant to 
note that in 1960 the total was 6,782 and only 
2,227 in 1940.) 


HOWEVER, FATHER Joseph Connors, 
SVD, of the Mission Council said the 1972 
tabulation, when complete, will be the most 
accurate in history. 


It would not be accurate to say that 
American Catholic missionaries abroad 
have decreased from 9,655 in 1968 to around 
8,000 in 1972, because the counting was done 
in the past on the basis of numbers provided 
by many sources toa central agency and not 
on the basis of names. There is the 
possibility of duplication in the previous 
lists. 


The 1970 North American Protestant 
Ministries Overseas Directory placed the 
number of missionaries in 156 countries at 
33,289, down four per cent from 1967, yet up 
15 per cent over 1959. Of the Protestant 
groups, the Southern Baptist Convention has 
the most missionaires — over 2,500.

Ireland bombings bring condemnation from Bishop Philbin

WIDESPREAD condemnation followed 
Northern Ireland’s ‘‘bloody Friday’’ 
bombing by the provisional wing of the Irish 
Republican Army in Belfast on July 21. 


Bishop William J. Philbin of Down and 
Connor, Northern Ireland, referred to the 
events as ‘‘monstrous.”’ 


“Throughout the world, wherever Irish 
people live, they are associated with the 
worship of God and the building of church- 
es,” he said. “They are taken to stand for 
religion, for the Christian value of loving 
kindness, compassion, forgiveness and the 
doing of good to others. 


“CHRISTIANITY is not ferocity of 
hatred. It is’ not the organization of 
atrocities or selective or indiscriminate 


a@purder,” he said in the course of his sermon 
ob 


at Muckamore. . 


“It is the opposite of these monstrous 
perversions of the gifts of mind and will that 
God has given man. 


‘morally courageous people, 


“One of the most agonizing features of all 
we have been made to endure over recent 
years is finding that the whole world now 
identifies us with what is most hateful to us, 
with all that is barbaric and inhuman. 


“MISSIONARIES in Asia and Africa are 
being told to go home and make Christians 
of their fellow countrymen.”’ 


Bishop Philbin was referring to the 22 
bombings in downtown Belfast, killing nine 
civilians and injuring 130 others. 


The major Dublin newspaper, Sunday 
Independent, editorialized: 

“WE FOSTERED. the men who planned 
the murders of innocent men, women, boys 
and girls in Belfast. We fed these people 
with propaganda. We took advantage of 
their exploits. And because we are not a 
we never 
seriously tried to stop their terrible ex- 
cesses. 

“Those amongst us in the past who could 
have acted to halt the course of tragedy 
preferred to do nothing. 


“Those who could have spoken out when 
words might have meant something chose to 
hold their tongues. And the rest of us were 
content to let matters slide.”’ 


THE INDEPENDENT called on all to 
donate their earnings from one day of 
mourning for the ‘‘murdered innocents’’ to 
be given to relieve the sufferings. It called 
for the fund to be administered by the heads 
of Church and state. 


“It is a paltry gesture, but at least it is a 
deed that will show the Irish people have 
compassion and a will to act at a time when 
their eyes are fixed northward and can see 
only terror and misery,” said the In- 
dependent. 


The international Catholic weekly The 
Tablet, published in London, said: ‘‘It must 
be made abundantly clear that Catholic 
people can have no part in this campaign of 
murder and terrorism. There must be no 
risk of Irish Catholics anywhere being 
allowed to think of these men as gallant 


guerillas in a war of liberation.’ 


BISHOP PHILBIN referred to the 
“cowardly silence’’ of Church people in his 
sermon when he said: 


“We all have much to ask God his 
forgiveness for our . . . in the South prin- 
cipally, cowardly silence in the face of the 
hypocrisy and double standards of our 
country.”’ 


Tony Heffernan, general secretary of Sinn 
Fein, political arm of the IRA, described 
the bombings as “savage.” He said: “We 
appeal to the Catholic community to speak 
out against these horrors which have been 
carried out in our name and to destroy, 
only as you can, the organization re- 
sponsible.” 


BRITAIN THIS week moved troops into 
all areas previously barricaded and 
regarded as ‘“‘no-go’”’ in both Catholic and 
Protestant districts. An additional 4,000 
troops were deployed in Northern Ireland, 
bringing the total strength to 21,000.

Papal primacy 
no barrier to 
joining WCC 


GENEVA RNS) — The 
concept of papal primacy 
poses no ‘“‘barrier’’ to 
Catholic membership in the 
World Council of Churches, 
but does raise ‘‘practical 
difficulties,” according to a 
" Vatitan-WCC report. 


The document, prepared 
by a Joint Working Group, 
does not anticipate early 
Vatican application for WCC 
membership. 


It does, however, expect 
more intensive and 
widespread discussion of the 
issue and lists several 
priority considerations, 
including papal primacy. 

‘*WOULD ROMAN 
Catholic membership create 
the impression among the 
Roman Catholic faithful 
(and perhaps among others) 
that the Pope has abandoned 
something of his authority?”
